The town council met in coun¬ 
cil chambers for their regular 
meeting on Tuesday, May 13 
with councillors Woods, Wavre- 
can, Dibblee, Toppano, Ramsay, 
Jenkins, and Mayor N. E. Abous- 
safy In attendance. 

Committee members reported 
on their meeting with Mr. Har- 
quail and Mr. Clarke of the Cole¬ 
man Collieries regarding the re¬ 
pair and upkeep of the roads 
used by the coal company. They 
reported that the talks seemed 
successful and an agreement 
should be reached in the near 
future. 

There were two bids received 
by the secretary to renovate the 
town hall. The council decided 
that for this year only the town 
chambers would be remodelled 
and that the lowest bidder would 
be given the contract for the 
work. 

A letter was received from the 
Minister of Highways informing 
the council that the dust con¬ 
ditions on 4th street should soon 
be remedied as hard-surfacing 
of the highway was due to begin 
in a few days. This will be wel¬ 
comed news to residents of 4th 
street. 

An outline of a pension 
scheme for permanent town em¬ 
ployees was reviewed by the 
council. Under the plan each 
person affected would pay half 
of the monthly premium and the 
town would pay the remaining 
half. The monthly payment after 
65 would be determined by the 
age of the Individual at the 


Officials of the Crows Nest 
P§Ss Hockey Association report 
that a total of $810 has been 
received towards the $10,000 ob¬ 
jective set to promote hockey 
throughout the Pass. 

The Association, embodying 
Pee Wee, Midget, Juvenile and 
Junior hockey teams from Pin- 
cher Creek to Fernie has as its 
hopes to develop enough hockey 
talent through the Pass to en¬ 
able the Coalers to boast a rost¬ 
er of local players within a 
couple of years. It Is their ex¬ 
press desire that every child that 
so wishes will have the oppor¬ 
tunity of playing hockey. While 
it is admitted that the CoaTers 
will dip deeper into the finances 
than the minor teams, the or¬ 
ganization feels that extensive 
financial assistance can be giv¬ 
en ail teams, allocations being 
made as to the needs. In the 
minor clubs, most of the assist¬ 
ance will be towards equipment 
and transportation. 

Organized schedules will be 
drawn up for the various team 
groups and cups awarded to the 
winners. At the present time two 
trophies are on hand, the Green- 
hill Hotel Cup for the Juvenile 
champs and the Crows Nest Pass 
Coal Co. trophy to the midget 
winners. Further details and in¬ 
formation will be announced fol¬ 
lowing the two-day meeting at 
Blairmore at the end of the 
month. 

In respect to junior hockey, 
the local association is in agree¬ 
ment with other Alberta centres 
in the plan to pull away from 
present Western Canada Jun¬ 
ior League and form a league of 
Alberta teams. The Juniors hope 
to play games at Fernie, Michel 
and possibly other Pass towns 
this winter, although plans can¬ 
not be made until the meeting of 
the Junior league executive is 
held. 

Bill Koentges presides over the 
local hockey association with 
Robt. Morrison as secretary- 
manager. Jim Scott, Pincher 
Creek, holds office as first vice¬ 


time the plan was ^ut into ef¬ 
fect. A.t the retirement age, the 
individual concerned would, if 
he wished, withdraw the pension 
in one lump sum .The scheme 
was turned over to-the finance 
committee. 

Mayor N. E. Aboussafy showed 
the council members a diagram 
of a neon sign which will be pur¬ 
chased by the Coleman Board of 
Trade to point out the entrance 
to town to motorists on the high¬ 
way. The sign will be seven feet 
in length and the. letters making 
up COLEMAN will be a foot in 
height. A movable arrow will 
point to the road into Coleman. 
The council voted in favor of 
supplying the pole and base for 
the sign and also to supply pow¬ 
er to it free of charge. The sign 
will be erected at the over-pass. 

By-law 251 setting the milL 
rate on business establishments 
at 46 was given its third and 
final reading. By-law 253 prohib¬ 
iting vehicles on tracks from us¬ 
ing town roads was given its first 
reading. 

The council showed concern 
over the situation which Is de¬ 
veloping in Coleman. There has 
come to the notice of council 
members that building and 
building repairs are carried out 
in some places but no building 
permits were applied for. Town 
foreman Joe Malanchuk was In¬ 
structed to check the various re¬ 
ported places where construc¬ 
tion was taking place to see 
whether constructions are such 
to warrant a permit.

— Saskatchewan 
farmers sowed more than one- 
third the total acreage of field 
crops sown in Canada last year, 
according to Dominion bureau of 
statistics figures released. 

Total Canadian acreage was 61,- 
740,664, of which Saskatchewan’s 
share was 23,696,293. 

Largest acreage was sown to 
wheat which showed 15,634,917 acres, 
smallest sown was tobacco and sugar 
beets, -which accounted for one acre 
each. 

Other acreages were: oats, 3,815,- 
268; barley, 2,448,738; mixed grains, 
27,850; rye, 709,894; flax, 295,893;

An Invitation Ignored 

For the past year newspapers throughout the 
continent have reported the findings of the Crime In¬ 
vestigating Committee in Washington, and the public 
has been duly appalled by the information uncovered. 
Similarly too, such news hits the newsstands concern¬ 
ing such conditions in Canada causing a general public^ 
protest. Similarly here in Alberta there comes to light 
at times conditions in public institutions which give 
rise to government “Investigations” and public indig¬ 
nation. 

These conditions, or crimes if you’d have it, must 
have a definite cause. What makes an official in a re¬ 
sponsible position resort to graft ? Why do these crime 
machines go unnoticed for such a lengthy period? The 
first of the two questions is difficult to answer as such 
things as salary, political committments, professional 
status, etc. must be taken - into consideration. The sec¬ 
ond of the two questions appears to be less difficult. 
Public laxness. When the public of a community or pro¬ 
vince or the whole country turns its eyes away from its 
own public affairs then it is asking for trouble. When 
we do not accept the responsibilty of “responsible gov¬ 
ernment", we can hardly expect perfection in our in¬ 
stitutions. _ . 

On May 12 the ratepayers were invited to inspect 
the hospital during the hours from l p.m. to 4 p.m. To 
say that thousands thronged the halls would be ideal. 
To say that a large number accepted the invitation 
would be encouraging. To say that not one person 
bothered would be saying the truth. That is exactly 
what happened. Out of the total number of ratepayers, 
which should number about 7000) there ^as not one 
who showed enough interest in seeing whether his tax 
money was well spent. 

If we were to leave our homes for a month and 
take a holiday, would we look throughout our homes 
on our return to check if there were any items missing 
on our return? No answer is needed there. Yet most of 
us are asked to look at our hospital once a year, and we 
can’t be bothered. Yet the hospital costs more to build 
and maintain than do our individual homes. 

We are not saying that anything is wrong at our 
hospital. Qn the .contrary, they should be commended 
for doing such a fine job without even the interest of the 
general public. But suppose we take a purely hypothet¬ 
ical event. Suppose the hospital were to bum to the 
ground tomorrow and upon investigation it was found 
that the fire was caused by fire hazards of long time 
standing, and suppose too that in that fire some of the 
patients and personnel lost their lives — it happens, 
read your papers—and to talk extremes, suppose you 
or one of your family were among the dead or injured, 
wouldn’t you cry for blood ? How soon someone would 
be called up on the carpet? Yet, how do you know the 
place will not go up into smoke tomorrow? Have you 
inspected the basement of the hospital? Are you sure 
there are no live ashs, oily rags, poor electrical con¬ 
nections? We can bet though that you know if those 
conditions exist in your own home.

We suppose that if you have a daughter or son 
attending high school you have already been approach¬ 
ed with varied requests concerning the coming high 
school prom. We hope you have lent a sympathetic ear 
to these requests.

Soon you will realize that little Mary is no long- 
ef a little girl and that little John in now taller than his 
father. Time has really flown and here they are, finish¬ 
ing school. Anxiously, you will wonder what will be¬ 
come of them; how will they fare in this world; how 
will they stand up to the real tests of life? 

But not yet! Give them a little more time from 
life.
